Berlin Expected to Pay
For Sinking of Frye and

Punish Eitel's Captain

Great activity In the Investigation of
the facts relative to the sinking of the
American met chant vessel, William P.

Frye, by tho German auxiliary cruiser
Trlnz Kltcl Krledrlch, prevailed hero to-

day among Government officials.
This activity emphasizes anew the

fact that the Administration Is deter-
mined to go to tho bottom of the facts
and to obtain satlsfacion for the sink-
ing of the vessel and Its cargo of grain.

The neutrality questions surrounding
the entrance of the Prlnz Eltel I'rled-rlc- h

Into Hampton Roads havc become
comparatively simple in comparison
with tho Frye case. Unless the German
government pays for the vessel and
cargo and offers an apology to this gov-

ernment It Itf' Impossible to see Just
where the matter will end, although
there Ib a general feeling that Ger-
many will not prove obdurate and that
she will take a course calculated to
satisfy this Government and American
public sentiment.

Demands Testimony of Crew.
Otherwise, thero would bo a long

series of diplomatic exclinges anil fric-

tion of an unpleasant sort might de-

velop.

Turks Refuse Yield
Smyrna the British
Fleet Resumes Bombardment of City After Twenty- -

Four-Hou- r Truce Allies Troops to
Turkey Gen. to

LONDON, March 12. The Turkish
commander of Smyrna has refused a
demand for surrender. Hear Admiral
Pelrse's squadron, after a twenty-four-ho- ur

truce, has resumed shelling tho
port.

This message was received hero from
Athens today. Dispatches to Athens
from Tencdos Island sav the boom of
the warships' puns off Smyrna can bo
heard plainly there

Dispatches received at Tonedoa Bay
the British squadron, having reduced
the outer forts, s shelling tho Turkish
batteries from Inside tho harbor.

ts Flee.
The British squadron commander gave

the Turkish military governor twenty-fou- r
hours In which to hurry

out of town. Courlera sped over
the city, spreading the news, and with-
in a few hours all tho nt

residents who had not fled to tho hills
at the beginning of tho bombardment
were moving In a panicky procession to-

ward the Smyrna-Constantinop- le rail-
way.

For tho first tlmo since the Dardan-
elles operations and the bombardment
Asia Minor shore near the Dardanelles
flee has admitted that an expeditionary
rorce is en route to Turkey. Jn a dis

ernment disavows the act of the captain
and makes reparation for tho Frye and
her cargo It will not only help Itself
as regards sentiment hero but will pre-
vent the action of Captain Thierichen
being used to Justify the Biltlsh course.

A receiving
station could bo pocket-siz- e In fnct. but
a sending station that could reach ships
at sea would be too big to bo hidden."

Fiercest Battle Since
Mazurian Lakes Fight

Raging Near Przasnysz
PETROGRAD, March 12. The greatest

battle since tho Mazurian lakes fight-

ing Is now devoloping around Przasnysz,
tho war office admits today.

The Germans, pressing In upon the
fortified town from tho north and tho
west, already are In contact with the
Russian columns that pursued the
enemy out of Przasnysz eight days ago

The main objective of tho new Ger-
man offensive Is the fortress of Pnl-tus- k.

which lies thirty miles north of
Warsaw, commanding the road tb the
Polish capital leading southward along
tho Narew. To reach It tho Kaiser's
forces must recaptuic przasnysz and
sweep tho Grand Duke's armies Houth-tif- ii

for a distance of twenty-fiv- e

miles.
New , guns have been mounted at

Przasnyz since the Russians recaptured
tho town. These command the three
road approaches from Chorzele, Mlawa
and tho Orzeo. river. The most furious
fighting In the next few days Is ex-
pected in the region between Mlawa
and the Orzec.

The Germans have . renewed the of-
fensive against Lomza and Ostrolcnka.
guarding Warsaw from the northeast
and the ' Warsaw-Petrogra- d railway,
while the bombardment of Ossowetb
continues. Thev are directing a par-
ticularly vigorous offensive near c,

on the load to Ostrolenka. Cap-
ture of this fortress would give the
enemy command of three railways lead-
ing to the Wnrsaw-Petrogra- d line.

East of Suwalki in North Poland, the
crmans are on the derenslve. The,
arpathian fighting has developed noth

ing Important in the last twenty-fou- r
hours.

Germans Claim Success
In Fighting With British;

7,500 Russians Captured
BERLIN (Via Wireless to Sayville),

March 12. Two British warships, ac-
companied by several torpedo boats,
hurled more than seventy shells upon
the German positions at Westende, on
tho Belgian seacoast, yesterday, the
war office announced today. Tho shell
fire was Ineffective.

The warships retired when the Ger-
man land batteries became active.

Capture of 7.C00 Russians In two bat-
tles around Augustowo and Przasnysz
was announced In the official war office
statement this afternoon. Among the
prisoners arc two regiment command-
ers.

Tho war office further announced the
repulse of the British who attempted to
advance from Neuve Chapelle, near La
Bassee. The official statement ridiculed
Russian claims of victories around
Przasnysz, and asserted that since the
Germnns retired from Prazasnysz eight
days ago thev have taken 11.4G0 prison-
ers In tho fighting in that region.
